A GREAT CABINET OFFH Eli 
The Secretary of tto- Treasur . 
Andrew W. Mellon, is known as a 
man of few words. 
He 
is 
also 
thought by the majority of the cit­ 
izens of the Republic to he only in­ 
terested in dollars. 
Speaking so 
seldom, what he has to say on any 
subject’ should he very interesting. 
It Is also worth while to call a t ­ 
tention here to the fact t hat 
Mr 
Mellon is interested in other thing* 
than dollars. 
Addressing the Fifth 
Annual Conference of the interna 
tlonal Union against Tuberculosis 
at. Its opening session In Washing­ 
ton, on September 30th, on behalf 
of the P r e s i d e n t , 
the 
Secretary 
spoke as follows: 
“ On behalf of the President of 
the United States, as a member of 
his Cabinet responsible for the Pub­ 
lic Health Service of this countrv 
and as a citizen interested in the 
welfare of humanity, it gives 
me 
great pleasure to welcome to 
our 
country and to its capital the^e dis­ 
tinguished leader« from other coun­ 
tries who have come to join their 
colleagues here for a common pu - 
pose— to confer upon the best m eth­ 
ods for continuing war again«* a 
disease which largely due to your 
efforts in the past, has fallen from 
its sinister place of “Captain of the 
Men of Death” , but which is still 
the third g r e a t e s t cause of death, 
and which still destroys more lives 
during that productive period from 
15 to 45 than the other four prin­ 
cipal causes of death combined. 
“ I recall with pleasure that the 
interest of our Government in this 
problem was shown during your In­ 
ternational 
Congress 
which 
met 
here in 1908 by President Theodore 
Roosevelt who addressed the con­ 
ference and was its President, and 
by one of my predecessors, Secre­ 
tary Cortelyou, Who opened 
the 
conference on behalf of the Presi­ 
dent. 
“That this appreciation has not 
diminished is evidenced by the ex­ 
istence of hospitals for the tubercu­ 
lar beneficiaries of our Army, Navy 
and Public Health Service, and by 
the splendid hospitals which have 
been provided for the care of our 
ex-service men. 
That the people 
of our country have been awakened 
to the importance of tuberculosis 
is evidenced 
by 
the 
institutions 
which our local and State govern­ 
ments have provided 
and by the 
splendid support which they have 
given the National Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation, to whose intelligent and 
devoted efforts, under the inspira­ 
tion of such great leaders as Osier 
Biggs and Trudeau, and many whn 
are before me, has been in grea' 
measure due our appreciation of 
tuberculosis as a national public 
health problem. 
“ The success of these efforts has 
been shown by the reduction of the 
deajh rate of 201.9 per hundred 
thousand from tuberculosis in 1900 
to 84.8 in 1924 and S I.8 in 1925. 
in our 36 registration States. 
Had 
the death rate of 1900 continued. 
189,000 persons would have died 
from this terrible disease in 1925, 
instead of 76,605. 
Surely this sav­ 
ing each year of over 112,000 of our 
men, women and children, in addi­ 
tion to the accompanying sorrow, 
sickness and loss of efficiency, h^ 
been worth more than all of the de­

From 450 to 4 75 the W estern 
Empire had nine different rulers. 
The shadows growing darker with 
each em peror and in 476 the lurid 
sunset and chaotic night came to 
the W’eetern Empire.

difference in theology. 
This great man died In 526 brok­ 
en hearted. 
In 546 Rome 
was 
thoroughly 
sacked by the B arbarian— and for 
40 days not a hum an being rem ain­ 
ed in th a t city which had boasted 
of 1,000,000 inhabitants. 
The elides showed many of the 
beautiful Mosaics still found in the 
original color, perfectly preserved 
until this day in all their solemnity 
and dignity. 
One ¿Tide of particular interest 
was th a t of the tomb of Placidia, 
which she built in the form of the 
Greek cross, which is the mother 
of all Cruciform architecture.

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa.. O c t. 14. 
While production of coke in the 
Connellsville region last week was 
less than 
th a t of the preceding 
week, a continued gain in produc­ 
tion was noted in a survey today, 
i The week s increase was 3,5 <b tons, 


as compared with a gain of 9,090 
tons tlie week before. 
The 
total output 
was 
153,350 
tons, which is another higfi level 
in the present upward movement, 
now entering on its fourth month. 
The merchant producers continue 
to make greater progress than the 
furnace, over which 
the 
former 
gained ascendancy early in Septem­ 
ber. 
The quota of the merchants 
for the week was 80,850 tons, or 
8,350 tons in excess of that produc­ 
ed by the furnace plants. 
The merchant operators have 6,- 
187 ovens in blast; the furnaces 4,- 
3 7 5. 
The increase in ovens for 
th* week was 252, ail at merchant 
plants. 
The region is still without evi­ 
dence of any Kind that could be 


J construed 
as 
indicating 
undue 
haste on the part of producers in 


i enlarging output. 
Such additions 
as are being made from week to 
week are being regulated by the 
ability of the market to absorb coke 
as made, there being an absence of 
attempt to anticipate changes in
